PROTECTING IRISH 
INDUSTRY. 


NEED FOR UNITY AMONG 
MANUFACTURERS. — 


-“ 


In view of recent changes in the economic. 


policy of the Free State, a meeting was con- 
vened at the offices of the Irish Industrial 
and Agricultural Development Association at 
7 St, Stephen’s Green, Dublin, to form a 
Manufacturers’ Council “within the Associa- 
tion. 

Mr, Joseph Milroy, President, was in the 
chair, 

Opening the meeting, Mr. Milroy said 
that they had called the meeting for the 
purpose of .forming a council of manufac- 
turers, Certain representations had been 
made to them asking them to form the 
council within their Association, and they 
found it necessary to do so, as the changes 
that had taken place during the past few 
months had brought a golden opportunity 
for the industrial progress of the country. 
Their organisation, which had called the 
meeting, had watched and protected Irish 
industries for the past thirty years; had 
challenged orders sent out of the country ; 
ventilated the grievances of the manufac- 
turers, and tried to ivfluence public opinion 
as to the importance of buying Irish goods. 
While the Press and ‘the politicians’ were 
keeping the country in a state of anxiety, the 
manufacturers, with whom the responsibility 
of _ gratifying the present economic policy 
rested, were working seriously to lay the 
foundation of industrial prosperity. Hé in- 
vited them to form their manufacturers’ 
council, elect a chairman and a committee. 
He proposed that Mr. Pearson should be 
elected president. 


ANOTHER ORGANISATION. 


Mr. O’Donohoe (Boland’s, Ltd.) asked the 
chairman if it was true that a similar manu- 
facturers’ council had already been formed 
in Dublin. 

In reply, Mr. Milroy said he regretted that 
that was true. In the history of this 
country many attempts had been made at the 
formation of manufacturers’ organisations, 
but he did not know anything of the new 
one. He thcrght .t was wrong for another 
organisation to set up in opposition to theirs 

Mr. A, J. O'Shaughnessy (Dripsey and 
Kilkenny Woollen Milling Co.) said that the 
policy of the other organisation was to sup- 
port the Press against the policy of the 
Government. ) 

Mr. T. W. O’Kellv (T. and C. Martin, Ltd.) 
suggested that a deputation should be formed 
to meet the organisation with a view to 
having the *w») ci;.risations united. 

Mr. O’Dononoe said that if their organisa- 
tion were forned without consulting the 
other organisation tne manufacturers of this 
country would be .ivided. He thought it 
was wrong to form tue Association in present 
circumstances. 

The President’s proposal that a manufac- 
turers’ association be formed was put to the 


| meeting and rejected, and it was decided 


that a committee be formed to inquire into 
the question of forming such an association, 
and to appoint a deputation te meet the 
other organisation and report to w meeting 
of manufacturers in two weeks’ time. 

The deputation appointed was :—Messrs 
Milroy, Pearson, Smalley and Perry. 


CAUSE OF POTATO 
BLIGHT.

-“ 


‘< LIGHT '" is the most serious of all 
B the various diseases-of the potato. 
It attacks the foliage. and also 
causes the tubers to rot. It occurs every 
season, and its spread and intensity deper ds 
largely on weather conditions. These, unfor- 
tunately, cannot yet be determined with 
certainty in advance; and those growers are 
wise, therefore, who prepare to wage war 
against potato blight, by spraying, as soon 
as they learn that the disease has made its 
appearance once more.

Parasitic Fungus. 

The disease is caused by a minute form 
of vegetable life—the parasitic fungus 
Phytophthoru infestans, The disease was 
first noticed in Europe and North America 
had become 
widespread. In the latter year, and especi- 
ally in 1846, it become so virulent in Ireland 
that it caused an almost complete failure of 
the potato crop, with consequenut famine to 
the inhabitants. 

Since that time potato blight has always 
British Isles, varying 
in intensity from year to year; more disas- 
trous in its effects in wet seasons; less 
serious in dry seasons. In a wet summer 
losses of more than half the crop may be 
caused by it where due precautions are rot 
taken, and even in an average season thie 
disease reduces the yield of tubers and takes

How It Spreads. 
Potato plants badly attacked by blight 
give off a very distinct and disagreeable 
smell. In wet, muggy weather the whitish 
mould, which is a characteristic sign of the 
disease, may grow out from the upper as well 
as from the under, surface of the leaves. 
The minute threads, of Which the whitish 


| mould consists, branch like misroscopic trees, 
| he produce innumerable, 
| growths—the spores of the fungus. 


pear-shaped ut- 
The 
spores, becoming detached from their stalks, 
are carried by currents of air and other 


| means, and they spread the disease to any 


healthy potato plant on which they happen 
to alight. Each spore falling on a leaf or 
stalk gives rise to a discoloured patch, owing 
to the product of its germination growing 
into and spreading through it. After the 
fungus has fed en the substances in the leaf, 
its threads grow out into the air, especially 
from the aided surface, and from the whitish 
mould: already described. The period from 
the time of infection to the production of a 
new crop of spores may be only a few 
hours, or, at the most, days; hence the 
rapidity with which the disease may spread. 


If dry weather intervenes after a bad attack’ 


of blight, the affected leaves shrivel and 
many of them subsequently fall off, leaving 
the haulm more or less bare. | |

THE HINGE OF AGRICULTURE, 
—— +> — 


HERE are more critical times ahead 
7: for the world’s agriculture than world 
stutesmanship seems to realise. Of 
course, it is impossible to foresee, but plain 
inference from existing facts make it clear 
that this country cannot escape the depres- 
sion to which no one anticipate the end. This 
fact has received fresh proof from some 
recent publicutions. That Ireland is not 
specifically discussed in them does not alter 
their bearing on the future oí this country. 
Although they point in the direction of a 
system of farming which is within our possi- 
bilities. they raise large guestions as to our 
readiness to adopt them. The wheat problem 
is shewn in them as being at the heart

of the agricultural crisis, both because it 1s | 


the indispensible farm product, from the 


viewpoint of consumers’ demand, and because

State Fosterage and Disaster. 


A review was published last month by the 
Research Assistant of the U.S. Agricultural 
Economics Library dealing with a study of 
wheat by a _ foreign writer, Georges 
Seulesco’s Co-operatives et ententes Agri- 
coles pour la vente du blé, in which the 
reviewer writes: ‘The most important 
agricultural: commodity on the market 
is wheat,’ and adds, “ the 
its price has assumed the proportions 
of an international catastrophe.”” This is a 
most important statement coming from such 
a source, for the Governmental policy of the 
United States regarding cereals has been 
carried on not on an international, but (as a 
necessity of the farming situation there) on a 
nationalistic basis. In keeping wheat off the 
market at considerable expense, in restrict- 
ing its area and output, in endeavouring to 
‘‘trade ’’ wheat by barter (for coffee. etc.) 
the Federal Farm Board has committed itself 
to a degree of State fosterage which even a 
decade ago would have been incredible, The 
results are set forth in a pamphlet issued by 
the Public Relations Department of the 
Kansas City Board of Trade, which, though 
doubtless tendentious, so far challenges denial 
as to make effective retort difficult. When 
the Board commenced operations in July, 
1929. Kansas City No. 2 Contract Wheat was 
quoted at slightly over a dollar. At Septem- 
ber 29, 1931—the last date cited—it stood, 
in spite—the critics might say ‘‘ because '—of 
the Board's efforts. at half a dollar. The 
series of weekly prices show that, with slight 
oscillations, the whole trend was downwards, 
and minimum prices were recorded more than 
once. We do not infer that the Board's 
policy was responsible, but be this as it may, 
in spite of attempted “pegging, cheap 
credits, restricted output, and eternal 
vigilance on the Board’s part, the price 
was halved. The bottom fell out of the 
Canadian market also. The Danubian 
countries, in grave distress, attempted to fix 
common agreements for the price of wheat 
and failed. Argentina sold at considerable 
loss. Fortunately for us the policy of the 
late Minister for Agriculture had discouraged 
the growing of wheat in quantity, for wheat 
growers everywhere have faced overthrow, 


The Downward Curves of the Cycle. 


The story is to]d in some detail in a hook 
just issued, in which, though the wheat situa- 
tion is stressed, the whole course of agriculture 
since the industrial revolution, and especially 
since 1789. is briefly, but clearly. surveyed. 
“The Pinch of Plenty’ (Ann Berkelbach 
and D. G. Hutton, in ‘‘ World Problems of 
To-day” series, Sidgwick and Jackson, 3s. 
6d.), presents a depressing picture of the mix- 
ture of muddle, misjudgment, anxiety, uncer- 
tainty, inconsistency and well meant, but ill- 
planned,. safeguarding (we do not use the 
word in a severely technical sense) through

It is not only the farmer who is the victim 
of a plague of political locusts; it is civilisa- 
tion as a whole. For what happens? With a 
depreciated price for his produce, the farmer 
has no money to spend. So far as he can, he 
will consume what he has grown. He will not 
call in the builder to repair house or farm 
buildings. He will do with a minimum of 
new clothing, goods, amenities, This will re- 
duce wages, profits and employment in even 
the essential industries.

UDDER TROUBLE IN |POULTRY IN ORCHARDS. 


COWS. 


E axiom, “a dairy cow is no better 
) than her udder,” expresses the- fact 
that a cows profit-earning capacity 
depends largely on Rag cae agetg of a nor- 
mal and healthy udder. Trouble in this organ 
is, as every farmer knows, too often the 
reason for cows having to be drafted out of 
the herd while yet in their prime. The fre- 
quency of such trouble is not surprising when 
one remembers that with every cow in in- 
tensively managed herds the udder works at 
high pressure Jaren most of the adult life 
of the animal, there being small opportunity 
for rest or repair. 


Avoiding Trouble. 


Seeing how important it is im the interest 


of his business that all his cows should have | 


healthy udders, the owner of a dairy herd 
needs to exercise. every precaution against 
Fortunately, many 
of the. painful and risky conditions which 
are liable to develop in the milk-producing 
organ can usually be avoided with due care. 
For example, any sudden and marked 
changes in the routine methods of . feeding 
and management of .the herd sometimes re- 
sult in unfortunate and even serious 
consequences, particularly with high-produc- 
ing cows, Ali changes of the kind should 
be made gradually. 

Bruises and injuries “to the teats and 
quarters. caused by other cattle stepping 
upon them (often as a result of faulty stall 
structure) are usually also avoidable. When 
such injuries have occurred prompt treat- 
ment has to be given. For.this business the 
application of iodine ointment is very help- 
ful. Im the case of open wounds the paris 
must be thoroughly washed out, and a suit- 
able antiseptic dressing—as boracic acid 


powder—applied.

condition affecting the cows -udder is 
mastitis, or ' garget. ‘This is 
inflammation of the gland, the severity of 
which may vary greatly. ‘The-affected animal 
at first shows signs of general ‘depression

and chilliness. The coat is rough, hair stands | 


on end, and there is loss of appetite, with 
indications of fever. Because of 

adder the animal stands awkwardly, and 
often refuses to lie down. ‘The udder, or the 
quarters affected, will be found to. be hot, 
hard, and tender to the touch. The milk: 1s 
often stringy, and sometimes streaked with 
blood. 

Such a condition should never be looked on 
as a simple trouble, but regarded seriously 
and a veterinary surgeon called in. Bathing 
the inflamed organ with warm water for half 
an hour three times daily gives some relief, 
and belladonna liniment or camphorated oil 
are useful preparations for application to the 
udder. 

An attack of garget is often preceded by 
the occurrence of clotted or stringy milk, 
and the owner will be wise to’ regard such 
an abnormal condition as a warning of on- 
coming . trouble, and to take preventive 
steps. The best thing to do is to place the 
isolated stall, blanket her 
warmly, reduce her ration, and administer a 
pound of Epsom salts. Strip out the affected 
quarters frequently, and massage the udder 
gently with camphorated oil. So soon as the 
milk appears normal again the animal may 
be brought back to her former ration. B. 
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MOLE DRAINING.

made in the Dail last week attention may 
be drawn to. Advisory Leaflet No. 12, 
recently been issued by the British Ministry 
of Agriculture on Mole Draining. The pro- 
cess Is now widely understood, and is recog- 
nised to be the simplest: method of: draining 
suitable soils. The process is usually re- 
stricted to land with clay subsoils, and the 
heavier the clay, the longer the life of the 
drains. For those who faid not seen the 
process in operation it may be briefly de- 
scribed as the drawing through the subsoil of 
a cartridge-shaned piece of steel affixed to a 
knife-shaped coulter. The cartridge com- 
presses the soil and leaves a channel whereby 
the water can escape; in ordinary conditions 
the slit cut by the coulter soon closes up. 
The time of the year for mole draining is 
from autumn to spring, and it is best done 
when the soil is somewhat wet; indeed, the 
wetter the subsoil the lighter the draught 
of the mole plough, though where the top 
soil is very wet direct haulage may be im- 
racticable. If a spell of hot weather fol- 
ows close upon mole draining, the slit made 
in the top soil will not close up, and there 
is danger of the drains silting up because of 
this, It may. therefore, be desirable in some 
soils and conditions to ensure that the slit is 
closed by drawing the mole plough first, in a 
r@viously ploughed furrow, and then turning 
back the furrow slice and rolling.

and egg industriea—we can do a little, but 
even in these ways we shall be submerged un- 
less we plan out our agriculture in conjunction 
with our neighbours’ needs and our competi- 
tors’ possibilities.

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CULLING OF POULTRY 
STOCKS.

LL order to obtain the maximum profit from 


poultry, culling from th» stock should go 

on all the year round, starting from the 
date of hatching. Chickens which are unduly 
long im hatching out are usually the wea 
ones which never pay. for rearing.’ It 
follows, too,.,that cripples. should not 
be retained. Again, it bacillary white 
breaks out amongst chickens, 
it is far better to kill the whole 
batch and so avoid running the risk of retain- 
ing any which may survive the disease and 
eventually find their way into the breeding 
pen; that applies to chickens of all ages. 
Generally, it. is folly to retain weak birds 
which may later in hfe find their way into the 
breeding pen. 

Amongst young cockerels there will always 
be some which are outstanding, and these 
only should be kept for stock, and the surplus 
well fed and disposed of as early as possible. 


An Effective Aid. 


The trap-nest is by far the best aid to cull- 
ing, for by its use the individual performance 
of each pullet may be ascertained. Not only 
should the number of eggs laid be taken into 
account, but also their size — It is not neces- 
sary to weigh eggs daily, but it is a good 
practice to set aside three regular days in each 
month for doing. this. Three days are neces- 
sary if the work is to be thoroughly carried 
out, as it should then be possible to get two 
eggs from every bird in lay. Should there be 
some pullets which are putting up remarkable 


birds for the breed, poultry keepers will not 
he misled into, keeping them for breeding 
purposes. 

When trapnesting is nét possibie, ‘there 
are other means of selecting birds, though 


‘| the same reliance cannot be put upon them.

It should 
be remembered’ that the tendency in’ fowls 
is always to revert to the small egg, and 
only birds laying eggs of 2¢ oz. and over 
should be used for breeding, and they should 
he of good size and typical of the breed 
they represent. As regards male birds, 
great care should be used in selecting only 
those whose pedigree is known, and here 
again the large-ege factor is the most im. 

It may be.found when breed- 
ing operations commence that some hens are 
laying a large percentage of infertile eggs, 
r that the eggs do not hatch well, or, if 
they hateh, that the .chickens are weakly

Whilst culling is necessary, poultry-keepers 
will not be in too great a hurry to dispose

Tt is not until the following 
autumn and winter, when the progeny come 
into production, that the true value of a 
breeding pen can be ascertained.

Admirers of Gilbert and Sullivan will 
be interésted to learn that enthusiasm for 
their work is taking a new direction in 
New York. Milton Aborn, who has been 
presenting the operas ;throughout the 
United States for more. thaa thirty years, 
announces that he will make immediate 
presentation of “a play with music,” to 
be called ‘‘The Savoyards.”’ The music 
will be by Sir Arthur Sullivan, the lyrics 
by Sir William 8, Gilbert, and the book 
by Willson Whitman—a woman who has 
previously written for the stage. 

The new play will have its curtain rise on 
the finale of the London premiére of ‘* The 
Gohdoliers’’ (December 7th, 1889), and 
it will proceed from that point to the 
final break between the two men. Mr. 
Aborn states that the opening scene of 
the play will show, seated in the front 
stalls, a geritleman in a red beard—repre- 
senting G. B. Shaw, who was then a 
critic for a London journal.  ' Oscar 
Wilde”’ will watch the performance from 
an upper box, and during the course of 
the play within a play will indulge in 
public exchange of repartee with “ Mr. 
Shaw.” Miss Whitman is to be respon- 
sible for this dialogue. 
commendable. 


Ghe “Pirates.” 


Mr. Aborn is nothing if not thorough, 
and near “Shaw “ will be seated a quiet, 
but wholly unashamed, gentleman, taking 
notes of the opera for a pirated Ameri- 
can edition. The solo and choral gems 
of twelve of the operas will be carefully 
selected for the play, and the whole will 
constitute a Gilbert and Sullivan revue 
similar to “Lilac Time” (known in 
America as “ Blossom Time’’), which is 
almost a reyue of Schubert’s music, The 
cast will include a chorus of 650, and 
twenty-five principals. 

Mr. Aborn’s company, which is styled 
the Civic Light Opera Company, has 
just finished a non-stop tour at Pitts. 
ilies of sixty-nine weeks, in which 
Gilbert and Sullivan operas were given 
exclusively. It is, of course, a notorious 
fact that no royalties are paid on any 
American production of the Savoy operas, 
as all of them were staged in New York 
from pirated editions. When ‘‘ H.M.S. 
Pinafore”’ was first given on the other 
side of the Atlantic, its popularity was 
so immediate that within a month no 
less..than five companies were presenting 
it on Broadway.

A Theatrical ‘Bicentenary. 


Dublin in the eighteenth century seems 
to have given more employment to the 
actors’ profession than any other city of its 
size in the British Isles. Besides the Smock 
Alley and Crow Street Theatres, there 
seems always to have been room for a 
number of smaller rivals. The bi-cen- 
tenary of one of these—the Rainsford 
Street Theatre—occurs this month. It had 
its origin in the petty warfare which the 
nobility of that time constantly waged. 
A group of: players had taken over a 
tumbler’s booth in Fownes’s street, and 
the managers of Smock Alley succeeded in 

ersuading the Lord Mayor to abolish 1t. 

hereupon the nobility, who did not 
patronise the Smock Alley management, 
got up a subscription to finance the erec- 
tion of a new Tisetes outside the Lord 
Mayor's jurisdiction—this was in Rains- 
ford street. 

The nobility, having thus vented their 
spite upon their rivals, forgot about the 
vompany newly established, which lan- 
guished for a time and then suddenly 
jumped into notoriety. A production cap- 
tured the fancy of the town, and money 
flowed in so rapidly as to “ swell their 
pockets till they overflowed their banks 
and watered the fields of many a publican. 
Debts were cleared and every single 
person might, fearless, look on the dial of 
the Tholsel. ”’ It was, however, the 
last flicker of a dying fire; for the mush- 
room company gradually languished into 


decay. 


It is possible that interest will be 
renewed in the Venus de Milo by a party 
of Americans who propose to seek per- 
mission of the Greek Government to 
search for the lost arms of the statue by 
dredging the sea around Milo, The island 
of Milo is part of the archipelago known 
as the Cyclades, in the Aigean Sea, and 
the harbour where the party hope to begin 
operations is at Plaka, the oe of 
Milo.. In addition to the Venu: de Milo, 
which is now in the Louvre, the statue 
of Poseidon, now in the Athens Museum, 
and the statue of Asclepius, which is now 
in the British Museum, were found on the 
island. The mystery of the missing arms 
of the Venus has puzzled those who have 
been interested in the subject for over a 
century. It has been suggested that the 
statue never had any arms, but it seems 
most unlikely that the artist, so conscious 
ot the otherwise perfect proportion of the 
figure, should have marred it deliberately 
by this omission. It is also related that 
during a fight between the French sailors, 
who had come to Milo to claim the statue, 
and a party of Greeks, who did not wish 
to part with it, the arms were broken off 
and may have been thrown into the sea, 
and it is on this belief that the Ameri-ans 
are forming their expedition.

RECITAL. 


A BRILLIANT PLAYER.

A fortnight or so ago Prince Chavchavadze, 
while on a visit to Dublin friends, played the 
pianoforte at a concert given to help a good 
cause. A wish then uttered that he should 
give a yay r audience an Sapte to hear 
him in a fuller programme ied to the arrange- 
ment of a pianoforte recital, which took place 
at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. In the theatre was a _ large 
audience, Which was stirred to applause again 
and again by the .brilliance of Prince 
Chavchavadze’s playing. Young and ardent, 
the Prince would be an interesting performer, 
were his merits less than they are. Serious 
in his practice of the art of music he won 
yesterday the approval of critical musicians. 

Prince Chavchavadze’s programme gave a 
view of a long range of music, and its per- 
formance meant two hours of physical and 
nervous effort for him. His character as an 
artist, however, is one of impetuous energy, 
and little sign of flagging could be detected 
at any point in the recital. 

A Monart work, Fantasia in C Minor, was 
placed at the opening of the recital, and was 
followed by a pair of old harpsichord pieces, the 
Musette et Rondeau, of Rameau, and “Le 
Coucou,”” of Daquin. Then came the follow- 
ing works in order :—Prelude and Fugue in E 
Minor (Mendelsohn), Faschingsschwank aus 
Wien (Schumann), Rhapsodie in E. flat, and 
Waltz in A flat (Brahms), Berceuse, and 
Fantaisie in F Minor (Chopin). The final 

roup comprised ;—-“‘ Au Convent,” (Borodin), 
Valse Oubliée (Liszt), Spanish Dance No. 2 
(Andalusa), Granados, and “ Rituel de Feu 
(De Falla). As an acknowledgment of the 
hearty applause at the end of his perform- 
ance, the pianist added one of the Mazurkas 
of Chopin. Eps ie 

A great teacher of interpretation in song 
was wont to tell his pupils to have the end 
of a song in view from the beginning. This 
principle, applied to pianoforte music, was 
active in Chavchavadze’s interpretations. It 
gave order, meaning and power. It is to 
be observed that the music chosen for the 
performance was, in the main, such as called 
for energy and fire, and where these demands 
were most pressing the pianist threw himself 
into the task with splendid impulse, and his 
finger technique responded well to the pressure. 
Only in the Chopin Fantaisie did the head- 
long tilt try him the least bit too severely; 
at odd moments in its course he dashed along 
too impetuously to be able to give certain 
details due attention. 

Otherwise, Prince Chavchavadze’s work 
was quite convincing, and, while (as in the 
Mendelssohn Prelude and Fugue, which most 
interested those who had not met the work 


before) intersity and fire were the distin- 


guishing features of his style; he made tell- 
ing us of beautiful and subtly controlled 
shades of tone, and gave a value to silences, 
and in both these matters proved his finely 
sensitive nature as an artist. It was in the 
earlier ~ of the recital, chiefly, that one 
observed that delicacy of control, but it 
came into view again in the depiction of 
Borodin’s little convent scene, a charming 
bit of musical colouring.

EMPTY THEATRES IN 
LONDON.

By Our THEATRE CorRESPONDENT. 


O popular has been the playwriting com- 
S xetition in connection with the 
Jramatic Art section of the Tailteann 
Games that well over a hundred manuscripts 
of plays have been received. The task of 
reading and adjodicating upon this mass of 
material will keep the judges busy for some 
time, but as the results will have to be 
available before the Games come to an end, 
they will probably be available within the 
next three weeks. It is expected that the 
adjudicators’ awards in the Abbey Theatre 
competition will be available at about the 
same time, so that both awards will be 
made public at a moment when all our 
theatres are beginning to make up their new 
programmes. lt will be remembered that 
awards in connection with the Tailteann 
Games Dramatic Art section have already 
been made, and that ‘‘ Bride,”’ ‘* Peter," 
and “ The Moon in the Yellow River’’ have 
brought to their respective authors the 
medals and other trophies awarded by the 
Tailteann Games Committee. It may be that 
these competitions will reveal the existence 
of some new dramatists, and all theatre-goers 
very fervently hope that they will. 


BACK TO THE THEATRE. 


For some years past all the attention of 
the newer Irish writers has been given to 
the writing of novels, and the time would 
seem to be ripe for a return to the theatre. 
In the early stages of the Irish Literary 
Movement, verse occupied all the attention 
of young writers; then, with the opening of 
the Abbey Theatre, there was a long period 
in which plays were the only work worth 
doing. This period ended with the Great 
War and the political struggles in Ireland, 
but after a lapse of nearly a decade there 
should now be a renaissance in the drama, 
There is a sufficiency of material in the poli- 
tical struggle and changes alone, as Sean 
O'Casey and a few others have amply de- 
monstrated ; but lest those changes should not 
be attractive there is surely material enough 
for social comedy in the new coriditions of 
life in all parts of Ireland. During the 
past ten years an entirely new society has 
come into being, and only the very fringe 
of that society has yet been touched by a 
couple of our playwrights. However, there 
is now a basis for hoping that a dramatic 
renaissance is coming, as already a few of 
the more prominent Irish novelists have 
plays on hand which may soon be ready for 
production. 
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RELIGIOUS PLAYS. 


The absence of religious plays from our 
theatres during the period of the International 
Eucharistic Congress ig very striking. It is 
not through lack of suitable plays that there 
are none being staged here during the Congress 
week, but rather through lack ge foresight, on 
the part of those who control the theatres. 


| As it is, there will be productions by many 


amateur societies of religious plays, and those 
who desire to witness such plays will be com- 
pelled to discover both the play and the place 
of production for themselves. It is a lament- 
able thing that such amateur productions have 
not been brought to the notice of the public, 
and in that the producers have certainly been 
remiss. It would have been an excellent 
Fees on the part oí the Abbey Theatre had 

dy Gregory’s “The Story Brought by 
Brigit” been revived for the occasion, and 
another theatre might have induced Sir Barry 
Jackson to stage here his version of Gheon’s 
“ Wonderful History of Saint Bernard,” which 
he did in Birmingham and London some few 
years ago. The Father Mathew Players 
might have revived their production of 
Gheon’s “ The Comedian”’ had they not been 
so busy with preparatiéns for the Tailteann 
competition. A great opportunity has been 
missed. 


LONDON’S EMPTY THEATRES. 


It is dolefully reported that the London 
West End theatres have never been in worse 
plight than they are at the moment.An over- 
whelming blow has been struck by the an- 
nouncement of the withdrawal of three 
Cochran productions—‘' Cavalcade,” ‘‘Helen,”’ 
and '' The Miracle,’’ which are all spectacular 
shows with little or no literary pretentions. 
While both “ Cavaleade’’ and “Helen ' have 
had long runs, ' “The Miracle”’ is reported to 
have been a financial failure from the first 
When these three shows have been withdrawn 
there will be twelve theatres vacant in the 
West End, a state of affairs which has not 
been known there since the end of the war. 
Others are kept open only by showing films, 
as the Cambridge, or by giving a novel kind 
of vaudeville show under the title of ‘* non- 
stop variety.’ By giving variety performances 
continuously throughout the afternoon and 
evening it is hoped to bring back the “talkie” 
audience to the music hall, and several Lon- 
don theatres are trying the experiment. At one 
London theatre a ‘‘straight’’ play is presented 
twice daily—in the afternoon and the evening 
—in an effort to make it a paying proposition. 
A somewhat similar state of thin s is reported 
from most other capitals; so blin must 
think itself lucky, indeed. 


UNIVERSITY SOCIETIES, 


A correspondent who is intimately asso- 
ciated with onée of the most cosc É uni- 
versity dramatic societies in Ireland has 
written me in hearty commendation of my 
remarks last week. ‘‘ Your remarks about 
university dramatic societies,” he says, 
“interested and pleased me, I have always 
felt that a university dramatic society 
should interest itself actively in competitions, 
as well as in its annual ‘ big play.’ .. . We 
hope to be able to extend our activities 
beyond the ‘ one big play,’ which only gives 
parts to a few members.” The university 
societies should take a leading part in the 
proposed Irish Drama League, and should 
stake arrangements to be represented at the 
meeting which is to be held in the Gate 
Theatre, Dublin, during the Tailteann Games 
week. I am officially informed that there is 
no need for invitations, and that represen 
tatives of all amateur dramatic societies in 
Treland will be very gp | welcomed. The 
launching of this League will mean so much 
to the amateur dramatic movement that there 
should be no apathy about it anywhere, 
and it is hoped that there will be a very 
full muster of representatives from all parts 
at the inaugural meeting.

Beauty and a Moral, 


“ Beauty unadorned, adorned the most,’ 
says the poet; but beauty wdorbed 
may be excesdingly attractive. There is 
unadorned beauty in Dublin’s wide streets 
and spacious squares and in the fine sim- 
plicity of her Georgian architecture. There 
is, we find to-day, an added beauty in 
the gay mantle which she has donned for 
the Eucharistic Congress. It may be, as 
Mr. James Larkin complained in our 
columns yesterday, that some of the new 
trappings are cumbrous and graceless— 
that they degrade, rather than adorn, 
beauty. Nevertheless, most citizens will 
agree that the general effect of the 
Congress decorations 1s delightful. They 
have invested Dublin with a “ fair and 
floral air’’ which belies her ancientry— 
or rather, as in Oxford’s case, reconciles 
noble age with perpetual youth. As Mr. 


so Dublin to-day, under 
palpitates with a 
many-coloured charm. A vista of flutter- 
ing flags leads the eye from Lansdowne 
road citywards, The little banners and 
bouquets at the portals of poor men’s 
alleys seem to reflect not only material, 
but spiritual, light. Tall electric stan- 
dards are aflame with flowers. Masses of 
greenery have transformed Dame street 
from a haunt of commerce into an 
almost. rural scene—even the stockbroker 
futirus Pesticus. We, that 

must abide when guests are fled apd lights 
are dead, may envy the visitors of a week 
to whom. this, crowded brilhancy will give 
their life-long impression of Dublin. There 
is a useful moral in the citizen’s present 


_mood of pride—-in his brief forgetfulness 


of political and economic anxieties. Man 
is made, very largely, by his environment. 
Dublin. cannot always be dressed as she 
were going to a feast; but she can be 
always fresh, clean and well-painted, and 
in such brightness her people will find a 
perpetual tonic. Moreover, as the appeal 
of civic beauty and grace becomes 
stronger, they will feel a deeper shame 
for the iniquity of the slums. 


Life Without Money. 


The grave condition of unemployment 
in the United States has produced an in- 
teresting, if desperate, experiment at 
Seattle, Washington. Fifty thousand work- 
less people, representing a tenth of the 
city’s population, have formed an Unem- 
ployed Citizens’ League, which aims at 
the support of life without money. ‘lo 
some extent this object is being realised, 
but such partial success probably is due 
as much to the general distress through- 
out the country as to any inherent merits 
in the League’s scheme. Its enterprises, 
for instance, which include a clothing 
factory, a coal mine and a shoe factory, 
have been «encouraged to start without 
working capital because business firms 
and farmers, unable to earn a liv- 
ing, have turned over their equipment and 
land to the League in an hour of hope- 
lessness. The League itself, however, is 
displaying admirable vigour auil en. 
thusiasm. Demanding, as a fee of mem- 
bership, two days’ work a week from 
every individual, it is running several 
ranches and other small concerns in the 
neighbourhood. Nevertheless, it is meeting 
with serious domestic difficulties. Although 
it is obliged by the terms of its constitu- 
tion to supply all its members with food 
it is able only to 
obtain the two days’ work a week from 
about half of them, since the others are 
withoat skill in the trades which have 
been undertaken. No doubt, the ignorant 
can learn, but, as this difficulty is 
overcome, others must arise. At the 
moment fifty thousand people, who have 
existed for weeks on the brink of starva- 
tion, are ready to share all things in com- 
mon. Will this simple unselfishness sur- 
vive a period of plenty? At any rate, 
the determination of the fifty thousand 
not to be beaten deserves the highest 
praise, Such courage in adversity is 
rare.

NOTHER comprehensive, not to say 
complicated, list of tariff exemptions 

and modifications was read out, in» the 
Dail yesterday by Mr. Lemass, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
during the debate on the Finance Bill, 
and it drew the interesting suggestion 
from Mr. Blythe, the former Fimance

the bill will become law, and that after 
that it would be too late for action to be 
possible.

WRINKLED BROWS. 


While the Senate was quietly disposing 
of the Oath Bill, deputies were sitting 
down with wrinkled brows to a further con- 
sideration of the Government's economic 
policy as disclosed in those two important 
measures, the: Control of Manufactures 
Bill and the Finance Bill, both of which 
were before them for second reading. 

The former of these two bills’ had 
traversed most of its second stage on the 
previous day, but another two hours was 
spent on it yesterday before the division 
was taken. Half of that time was occupied 
by the defence of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, while there was a speech 
from the Opposition benches by Mr. 
Mulcahy, who failed to see how the bill 
was going to achieve any of the objects 
which the Government hoped to attain. 

Mr. Lemass’s reply to the debate lacked 
nothing in vigour, but, according to 
members of the Opposition, it cleared up 
no more than his introductory speech the 
previous day had done the mystery as to 
why the Government had drawn up the 
bill. By repeated interruptions they tried 
to pin the Minister down to this point, but 
his response was generally in the form of 
counter-attack. 

The moral which he drew from “' the out- 
pourings of Deputy Mulcahy and the in- 
dications of the slave mind of Deputy 
Blythe ” was that they had travelled far 
from their base since they took office first 
as the Government of the Free State. To 
fortify this contention he read at length 
from a speech by Michael Collins on the 
subject of economic penetration. 


ANIMATED ‘CROSS-TALK, 


Having listened quietly to this quota- 
tion, Mr..Muleahy rose and asked, ' Will 
the Minister now give us some iain 
t'on about economic penetration?” The 
extract, he submitted, had been given to 
the House as a substitut for any tangible 
information. At this point the cross-talk 
between the Minister and Mr. Mulcahy 
and Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney on the 
opposite benches became quite animated, 
with Mr. Lemass lecturing the Opposition 
on the desirability of consultation among 
themselves in order to have a uniform 
method of attack on such subjects, and 
the O »position urging him to “' stick to 
the bill.’ 

Vehemently denying that the powers 
which were given under the bill t. the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce 


_would create a danger of corruption, Mr. 


Lemass contended that there would be 
greater dangers in the case of an advisory 
committee such as had been suggeste | by 
members of the Opposition. The fact 
is that, if a tariff policy opens the door to 
corruption, so does a free trade policy,’ 
he declared. 

“H there are risks,'” he exclaimed, 
going off into one of his characteristic 

ights of aggressive oratory, they must 
be taken; for we propose by this bill to 
undo the injury inflicted on our industry 
by seven centuries of misrule. We have 
got to take risks, but the risks to be 
taken here are negligible.’’ 

TAXING TO DEATH. 

Having yassed the bill by 69 votes to 
57, the House turned to the Finance Bill, 
which Mr. MacEntee introduced in a brief 
speech, bereft of any of his usual 


flourishes. : | 
Many changes and modifications have 


taken place in the Government's plans 
since the introduction of the Budget, to 
which this bill 1s the sequel; but the 
Opposition, as Mr. Blythe and Professor 
O'Sullivan, who were among their early 
akers, insisted, liked the bill no 
better than the Budget. Mr. Blythe could 
see no value in the new income tax exemp- 
tion of twenty per cent. in regard to divi- 
dends from Irish securities, protested 
against the principle of the tobacco tax 
discrimination, pointed out that,. except 
for the shifting of the tax from sugar to 
tea (which he considered a bad change’ 
there had been only a piling-on of burdens, 
and summed the bill up as one which 
could not be too strongly condemned. 

To Professor O'Sullivan it seemed quite 
clear that the intention of the Govern- 
ment was to tax the country 
economic existence, 
that, if left in office long enough, they 
were capable of smashing the present 
system, but he did not believe that they 
had any other system to put in its place,

HE death sentence was to-day asked for 
I by the Public Prosecutor in the case 
of Dorenico Bovone, the principal 
prisoner in the trial proceeding here before 
the special Tribunal of nine, accused of 
conspiring against the State and against the 
life of Signor Mussolini. 

In the case of Margherita Blaha, the 
Austrian dancer, who confessed that Bovone 
was her lover, and five other persons, sen- 
tences of thirty years’ imprisonment were 
demanded, and in those of Wazzochi and 
Germani ten years. 

The alleged plot was disclosed by the pre- 
mature explosion of a bomb with which 
Bovone was experimenting in a heuse at 
Genoa last August. Bovone’s mother, Marcella 
Gatti, was killed, and Bovone had to have his 
arm amputated.

Among the documents found in Bovone's 
house, alleged to have been addressed to him 
by an’ anti-Fascist organisation, was a letter 
orn a sum of £10,000 to him or his 
eirs—a grim touch—if he killed Mussolini.

valuation had been made. This deteriora- 
tion occurred even in societies which did 
not actually disclose a deficiency, and 
in the aggregate for all societies there was 
a net loss of £50,000 in the five-year 
period. 

It, therefore, became apparent that if 
the deterioration continued during the 
period 1929-33, such societies might be 
seriously in deficiency when the next 
valuation was made. 

The fact that expenditure had continued 
to increase in 1929, 1930 and 1931 lent force 
to this argument, and it was, therefore, 
decided to get an actuarial forecast of the 
position. 

That forecast has now beén received, and 
it is estimated that the loss of £50,000 ex- 
perienced in 1924-28 will grow to a loss. of 
£647,000 in 1929-1933, and that after ex- 
hausting the reserves provided to meet 
deficiencies under the present financial 
‘arrangements made in the Acts (apart from 
a decrease in statutory benefits or an in- 
crease in contributions) an aggregate de- 
ficiency of £280,000 will still remain to be 


met. 
ESSENTIAL STEPS. 

The matter was one of grave concern, 
requiring careful consideration, 
would be necessary to take steps to have 
the provisions of the Acts amended. Other- 
wise, When the results of the next valua- 
tion became known, a number of societies 
would be found with heavy deficiencies, to 
bh which no provision would be avail- 
able.

The busy hours are 10 a.m, to 12.40 p.m., 
and 5.30 p.m. to 4.30 p.m., and the Depart- 
ment will greatly appreciate if from to-day, 
and until after the conclusion of the Con- 
gress, the public generally, and telephone 
subscribers in particular, will, during these 
hours, rigidly confine the use of the tele- 
phone to urgent calls, leaving those of a 
non-pressing nature to be made at other 
uimes. 

In the case of automatic telephones, users 
are urged to observe carefully the following : 
* Before dialling a number, listen for the 
“dial” tone--a continuous low-pitched noise 
or buzz—which indicates that the line is free 
for use. Unless this tone be heard a call 
cannot be effected, and dialling a number in 
such circumstances will lead only to irritation 
and waste of time. If the “dial” tone be not 
heard within a few seconds after the receiver 
has been placed to the ear, the receiver 
should be hung up for a second or two and 
a further trial.then made. 

If the “number engaged” signal is heard, 
the receiver should be hung up for a couple 
of minutes before re-dialling. The ‘‘number 
engaged” signal will be identified by a high- 
pitched intermittent buzz, with equal periods 
of tone and silence.

District Court yesterday, beíore Mr. Cussen, 
of the case in which Robert Acres Pierce (19), 
of Louisville, Sutton, Co. Dublin, and Henry 
J. Glynn (38), an Sa broker, of Sideup, 
Kent, are charged with orging a receipt for 
counterfoils of the Irish Hospitals’ Trust, 
Ltd., and uttering it to a Miss Smithhurst, of 
Manchester. They are also charged with 
converting to their own use £222 10s. Od. for 
536 counterfoils; the money having been 
entrusted to them by various people for the 
Trust. 

Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office) prosecuted; Mr. Sean Ryan a, 
for Pierce, and Mr. H. A. Porter Taylor re- 
presented Glynn. 

Detective-Sergeant Wyer produced a state- 
ment made by the defendant, Pierce, which 
contained the following :— 

“On my Saturdays off, once a month, I crossed 
to London, bringing with me about 200 books of 
tickets each time. These books were given to me 
by my father, Mr. Donald M. Pierce, who is carry- 
ing on business as an insurance broker. 

“I used to hand the tickets to Mr. Glynn 
personally at his London address. When I handed 
the tickets to Mr. Glynn he allowed me 2/- per book 
for bringing them to him.” i 

Other statements having been submitted, 
the further hearing was adjourned till the 
30th inst.

LEADIVAG EXPORT COUNTRY. 
The repcgt shows. that the Free State is 
the most /mportant, cattle exporting country 
in the wogld, its exports of live cattle in 1930 
numberirsg 857,878 head, as compared with 
173,085 for the next most important country, 
Mexico and 169,034 for Denmark. Exports 
from tfe Free State have shown a steady in- 
creasfrom year to year. Taking into account 
f .exports as well, Argentina is the most 
imp frtant country of origin. 
Áot only is the position of the Free State 
ue in the volume of its exports of live 
hada e: it is also unique in the volume of 
exports in relation to the stock of cattle in 
the country. Every year exports of cattle 
and beef are equivalent to 19 per cent. of 
the numbers of cattle in the country on June 
lst, compared to 9 per cent. in the case of 
Denmark, which comes next in this regard. 
This circumstance makes for the stability

cattle exports, 

From 1924 to 1929 the trends of the stocks 
of cattle and exports were similar; both 
declined from 19 to 1926, and then in- 
creased. Between 1926 and 1950 exports in- 
‘creased from 775,000 to 858,000, while herds 
decreased by 99,000. In 1931 exports declined 
b i and herds by 9,000. The 
proportion of cattle exports to total exports 
has steadily increased from 26.9 per cent. in 
1927 to 34.9 per cent. in 1931, and there has 
been a remarkable steadiness in cattle values 
at 1 time when world prices were falling. 


IMPORTANT FACTORS. 

An important factor in the export of store 
cattle, clearly shown by the statistics, is 
the fluctuation Ea by year in the produc- 
ticn of forage crops in Great Britain. Taking 
the eight, years ealt with, it is seen that, 
without exception, changes in the exports of 
coitle in the six months, March-August, in 
consecutive years, were in the samp direc- 
tion as the production of hay from per- 
manent grass. There were two exceptions 
to the rule that the winter exports of store 
cattle fluctuate’ with the supply of root-crops 
and hay in Great Britain. Early informa- 
tion regarding grass and crop prospects in 
Great Britain is, accordingly, of the highest 
importance to those interested in the Irish 
cattle trade. 

Other factors affecting the demand for 
Irish stores are the supplies of cattle in 
Great Britain and tals, and competition 
of beef and other meat imported from other 
countries. It is shown, however, that there 
is a very marked response in the supply of 
store cattle to demand, as reflected in prices. 
When prices are favourable cattle are sold ; 
when prices are unfavourable they are re- 
tainel on farms. In this respect, cattle are

POSITION IN BRITISH MARKET.

ties, particularly in butter and biscuits, and, 
to a lesser extent, in horses, eggs and 
poultry. 

During the present period of economic 
depression the relative steadiness of the Free 
State’s purchases and sales has resulted in a 
marked increase in its share of the trade of 
Great Britain, the proportion increasing from 
4.44 per cent. in 1925 to 5.75 per cent. in 
1951. The increase was much more marked 
in the case of exports and re-exports from 
Great Britain than in the case of imports to 
Great Britain from the Free State. 

The relative importance to each country of

table of this nature reveals that, per person, 
the Free State sold goods valued at £12 8s. 
to Great Britain and Northern Ireland. This, 
while below the figure for New Zealand, is 
almost equal to that for Denmark, and far 
greater than for Australia, Argentina, Canada 
(its rivals in food supplies) and all other 
countries. As regards purchases of domestic 
roduce from Great Britain and Northern 
reland, the Saorstat came first, buying per 
person goods valued at £10 6s., New Zealand 
came second with £7 9s., and other countries 
came far behind. As a purchaser of domestic, 
together with foreign, produce from Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, the Saorstat 
per person again comes before any of the 
other countries.
